The company is to be free from taxa- 
tion of any kind, and is to be allowed to 
land anywhere on the Mex- 
ican coast, which is more than one 
thousand miles in extent. Two years 
are allowed the company in which to 
bulld and operate its 1 lines. 
In January of this year, M. F. Tarpey, 
who is a well-known politician, was 
the president of the Pacific Charter 
Company, that claimed to have secured 
concessions from the Mexican govern- 
ment to establish steamship lines be- 
tween Mexico and China for the pur- 
pose of colonizing the Mexican repub- 
lic with 1,000,000 coolie laborers, many 

whom, it was feared, might cross 
into the United States. A circular was 
tesued in Chinese, asking for financia! 
aid, but the Mexican authorities denied 
that any concessions had been granted, 
and the scheme fell through. 

John F. Bennett is the attorney for 
the Chinese Consulate in this city, and 
it is pointed out that the concessions 
which the Mexican Congress is asked to

heterogeneity, through continuous dit- 
ferentiation and integration.’ Perhaps 
you ul also recall the pertinent re- 
mark of a reviewer, that the universe 
may well have heaved a sigh of relief 
when, through the cerebration of an 
eminent thinker. it had been delivered 
of this account of itself. 
“Herbert Spencer's formula is par- 
ticularly helpful in recalling important 
points in the evolution of society. We 
have a change first from homogeneity 
to heterogeneity. But the homogeneity 
is only partially organized, ite or- 
ganism ts incipient. It is indefinite 
and incoherent. Karly Soclety is little 
more than a mass of men, a mere 
mass. The individuais composing it 
have like occupations. like habits, like 
beliefs. In a few individuals we see 
all. But as soctety develops we notice 
a growth of differences; the higher the 
devel ‘mt, the greater the variety of 
individuals. Within society we have a 
vast, infinite number of grou and 
within the groups individuality de- 
comes more marked. A developed so- 
ao looks like a chaos at first glance. 
“We can hardly say of primitive 
men that they constitute a society, so 
imperfect are the ties binding them 
loosely together. They contain the be- 
—— of society. Society grows and 
velops and becomes more vital with 
every stage in social evolution. 
“Social evolution means cha . This 
is one, of the most fundamental things 
which must be borne in mind. Change 
is society, in all parts of society, even 
including what we cali the social or- 
der, itself, is a condition of life. There 
is no life without change; the alterna. 
tive death. 
“Changes are sufficiently obvious to 
one who will contrast the United States 
of today with the United States of 


“In the next place, we notice that 
the changes are ordered changes; they 
take place in accordance with social 
laws. There are difficulties in the way 
of seeing the changes, because, rapid 
as they are, they are usually slow when 
1 with the brevity of human 

“It is still more difficult to see the 
laws in the changes than it is to see 
the changes themselves. When great 
periods are taken together, however. 
certain stages in development appear. 
Thus we pass over from the hunting 
and fishing stage to the pastoral stage, 
to the agricultural stage, to the trades 
and commerce stage, and to the indus- 
trial stage, and finally to the trust 
stage. When we consider the evolution 
of industrial society with respect to the 
exchange of goods, we observe the suc- 
cessive use of barter, money and 
credit, and we have three ay 
characterized as the barter economy.

The would-be tyrants of the barbers’ 
and the bodtbiacks’ unions are gradu- 
ally learning that it is one thing to 
lead a horse to water and another to 
make him drink. The latter feat they 
find most difficult to accomplish, even 
with the aid of a State Barber Com- 
mission and an honorary ber of 
no less distinction than the pdoaiont of 
the State Assembly, to give the move- 
ment to establish a uniform scale of 
prices official recognition. 

When the prices of shaves and shines 
were simultaneously raised several 
months ago, tite artists in those lines 
flattered themselves upon the prospect 
of having their incomes increased 80 
and 100 per cent. without havinng to 
perform any more labor than they had 
been doing. But it did not take them 
long to find out that patrons were 
scarcer at the higher prices. It was 
also observed that so long as the cost 
was just the same, customers had a 
tendency to patronize only the best 
establishments, which had been charg- 
ing top prices right along and were 
consequently not affected by the raise, 
except that it brought much work 
which formerly went to the smaller 
shops. 

Gradually it dawned upon the “‘little 
fellows” that they had been duped, and 
that the establishment of a uniform 
scale was entirely in the interest of the 
ond with the most luxurious appoint- 
ments. 

It did not take the more intelligent 
of. the tonsorial and shine artists who 
were not ulpped with all the latest 
fixings, ot located in swell localities, 
to find out that they could not compete 
with the first-class establishments at 
the same prices. Therefore, there
